men, dug caves, and fortresses in depth, 
and, obtained the latest in anti-aircraft 
batteries and planes from Russia.

I ASKED her for the length ot her 


monthly cycle. It averaged 30 days. The 
latest modern view holds that the 15th 
day before the onset of the next ex- 
pected menstrual period is the most 
likely time for ovulation. 


Ovulation means that an egg (ovum) 


ruptures free from an ovary. For pos- 
sibly 24 to 48 hours it is capable of being 
fertilized 
by the male spermatozoa, 


though some investigators think that 
possibly after 12 hours it has degen- 
erated to such a degree that it cannot 
become impregnated. 


Thus, there may be less than a 


single day in the entire month when a 
woman can conceive! 


On a 30-day cycle, the 15th day after 


the last period starts would thus be,thc 
ovulation date. But we allow an extra 
3 or 4 days on each side of this day to 
cover the so-called pregnancy week. 


A woman on a 21-day cycle would 


thus be likely to ovulate on the 6th dayv 
after the last period starts. A woman 
on a 28-day cycle on the 13th, etc.

YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
READERS WHO have come in con- 


tact with virus infections and know how 
sick they can make people, sometimes 
write me to ask whether these germs 
can attack a person more than once. 


Thanks to new methods and instru- 


ments now at our disposal, we are learn- 
ing many new things about viruses. 
But for many virus diseases, the ques- 
tion of how these germs attack is still 
very complicated and not at all simple 
to answer. 


Today, however, I am going to give 


a few simple facts abouts viruses. 


A virus is a type of germ which is 


too small to be seen by the ordinary 
microscope. We arc now able to see 
viruses, however, through a newly de- 
signed instrument which is known as the 
electron microscope. 


Most bacteria and germs are stopped 


by certain types of fine porcelain filters, 
but a virus is so small it will slip through 
the holes of the filter. 


Once a person has certain types of 


disease, he, becomes immune, and can- 
not have another attack. Many virus 
diseases give an immunity that endures 
for many years, and even for life. Good 
examples are yellow fever and small- 
pox. Very rarely do these diseases recur. 


Other diseases that give a lasting 


immunity and prevent further infection 
are measles, German measles, mumps, 
and a certain type of sleeping sickness 
(encephalitis). 


Another group of virus diseases leave 


a person with a partial immunity, but 
they may possibly recur anytime he is 
re-exposed to infection. The new attack 
seems to be uninfluenced by the previous 
infection. Some diseases that give this 
type of partial immunity are influenza, 
polio, and dengue, a tropical dicsase. 


Still another group of viruses are al- 


together different from the first two in 
regard to permanent protection. In 
these, the infection is very difficult to 
cure, and often the disease persists for 
"a" long time. There 's also a tendency 
.to relapses, which return long after 
the first infection is thought to be cured. 


A good example of this type is 


psittacosis 'or bird fever, certain types 
of sleeping sickness, and a serious eye 
disease known as trachoma, which is 
very persistent in India. 


Thus, we see that virus diseases may 


act in different ways according to the 
type of virus.

- "REMEMBER the sabbath day 
to keep it holy," sai'd the Lord." 


Is it unholy to do good deeds, to 


help others, on the h o l y dayt 
; Jesus was sternly rebuked for do- 
-ing- just that. No modern phy- 
sician would dream of neglecting 
a. patient who was seriously ill 
.and suffering, or who had met 
with an accident on the sabbath. 
We certainly do not c o nd e m n. 
him for "breaking the sabbath," 
even if he -is u n a b l e to go to 
divine service for acting thus; we 
'commend him instead. 


Jesus and His disciples went 


through a corn (wheat) field on 
one sabbath day, and the disciplesr 
being hungry, began to pick the 
kernels of the grain and eat them. 


The ever present Pharisees .saw 


them doing it, and told Jesus, 
"Behold. Thy disciples do t h a t 
u/hich is not lawful to do upon 
the sabbath day." 


Now there is nothing in the 


Commandments about going hun- 
gry on the sabbath day. Surely 
the strictest Jews eafbn'the sab- 
bath, except, of course, on tradi* 
tional fast days. The Pharisees, 
however, never let an opportunity 
slip if they thought they could 
tnake Jesus less popular or con- 
iict Him of a fault or magnify 
it into a sin. 


Jesus reminded them of what 


David*did when he and those with 
him came to the tabernacle at 
Nob on a sabbath, f_a i n t and 
weary, and David aske'd for food. 
None was to be had but the shew 
bread, which only prie'sts were 
supposed to eat. In the emergen- 
cy this was given to him and his 
men, the high priest judging it 
was better to relieve the hunger 
of men rather than to keep the 
letter of the law. 


"But I say unto you. That in 


this place is One greater than the 
temple. 


"But if ye had known what this 


meaneth, I will have mercy, and 
not sacrifice, ye would not have 
condemned the guiltless." 


"For the Son of man is Lord 


even of 'the sabbath day." 


From the field Jesus went to 


the synagogue, and there He be- 
held a man with a useless, with- 
ered hand. This, the Pharisees, de- 
cided was another c h a n c e for 
them to discredit. Christ, so they 
asked Him if it was lawful to heal 
on the sabbath days? 


If you had one sheep and it fell 


into a pit on the sabbath day, who 


among you would not get it out ? 
asked the Master, adding,- "How 
much then is a man better than 
a.' sheep ? Wherefore it is lawful 
to do well on the saJbbath' days." 


Ha then told the man to stretch 


forth his hand, he managed to do 
so, and it was made whole. 


The Pharisees, being put in the 


wrong, were not the type of men 
to acknowledge their errors, but 
they held a council against Jesus. 
When He heard of it He withdrew 
Himself, but multitudes followed 
Him. 


This fulfilled a-prophecy of Isai 


ah's, which we have not space on 
which to comment here. 


"Then was brought unto Him 


one possessed With a devil, blind 
and dumb: and He healed him, 
insomuch that the blind and dumb 
both spake and saw. 


"And 
all the p e o p l e were 


amazed, and said, Is not this the 
son of David? 


"But when the Pharisees hearc 


it, they said, This fellow doth no1 
cast out devils, but by Beelzebub 
the prince of the devils."

HARRISBURG, Nov. 28 UP)—The 


State Agriculture department re- 
ported six new-outbreaks of Vesi- 
cular Exanthema, a hog disease, 
on farms in Bucks and Delaware 
counties. 


Dr. H. A. Milo, director of the 


Bureau of Animal Industry, said 
the new cases, as in eight previous 
ones reported in Pennsylvania 
were fed untreated garbage. 


The farms have been quaran- 


tined, Milo said, until all diseased 
animals are removed and the prem- 
ises thoroughly cleaned. 


Milo said that while the swine 


disease is not injurious to humans, 
it bears symptoms nearly identical 
to foot and mouth disease. Foot 
and mouth disease is injurious to 
humans. 


All tests to date for foot and
